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About one year ago the Northwest 
Bible and Music Academy moved from 
South Dakota to a more favorable 
site at Minot, North Dakota. Since 
that time it has made good progress, 
and the brethren in charge look for- 
ward with enthusiasm: and faith to 
the future. With the exception of our 
Headquarters Bible Training School, 
the Northwest Bible and Music Acad- 
emy is the oldest continuously operat- 
ing educational institution in the 
Church of God. * 

The first term of school was a short 
one held in the winter of 1934 and 
1935 to see if a Bible school in the 
Northwest was feasible and possible. 
Brother Paul H. Walker, Brother F. W. 
Lemons, and others were responsible 
for the vision that brought the School 
into being, and it proved such a suc- 
cess that a longer term was planned 
for the following year. Since that time 
the Northwest Bible and Music Acad- 
emy has been recognized by the 
Church as a very necessary institu- 
tion in the Northwest. The war and 
the depression brought varying for- 
tunes to the School, as far as enroll- 
ments were concerned, but, thanks to 
the generous help and encouragement 
from Headquarters and the brethren 
there, the School continued to grow 
and exert a good influence for God 
and the Church in the Northwest. 
Young people who were students there 
in the past have gained prominence 
as successful ministers in the Church 
of God. Many of the present ministers 
in the Dakotas, Montana, and West- 
ern Canada are directly or indirectly 
the products of Northwest Bible and 
Music Academy. Young men from 
Canada who were among the first 


@students of this school went back 


home and became successful as pas- 
tors, evangelists, and teachers. Former 
students of Northwest Bible and Music

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FAITH 


St. Augustine said that faith is 
believing what we do not see, and the 
eward of his faith is to see what 

e believe. Another definition is 
“faith is trusting God’s reason where 
my reason cannot reach.” Paul said, 
“Now faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen.” These definitions plainly show 
that faith is that which affects the 
invisible; that is, it relates to those 
things which are not tangible and 
appropriates those things for actual 
use. It gives confidence and trust in 
those things that cannot be under- 
stood by the human mind or ex- 
plained. 

There are many kinds of faith. 
There is the faith of the inventor. He 
has faith that he can bring into ex- 
istence, out of the materials at his 
disposal, an instrument that has 
never been seen or used before. It 
was faith in the minds of inventors 
that saw clocks, household appliances, 
cotton gins, steam engines, steam- 
boats, automobiles, airplanes, and the 
instruments of war of every kind and 
every imagination. 


Then there is the adventurous faith. 
The adventurer has faith that there 
are new places, new countries, new 
lands, new bodies of water to be dis- 
covered, and he sets forth as Abra- 
ham did, not knowing where he is 
going, but feeling assuredly that there 
is a place of places at which he will 
arrive as sure as Abraham did. It was 
that kind of faith that took Scott, 
Perry, Niensen, and Byrd to the North 
Pole, and the same kind of faith that 
caused Byrd and his group to discover 
Little America. As these men had 
faith to explore geographical territory, 
so, also, the followers of the Lord Jesus 
Christ are to have faith to make ex- 
plorations spiritually and geograph- 
ically for God’s glory, as did Paul the 
apostle, David Livingstone, and hun- 
dreds of others. 

Faith is no good unless it is put 
to use. It can accomplish no more 
than gas in the tank of an airplane 
unless the motor is started and it 
is ignited. James tells us that faith 
without works is dead, and the thing 
that is most notable about the men- 
tion of faith in the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews is that it was used. You

used in the prepositional phrase “by 
faith” sixteen times, and implied even 
more. It was only by faith that any 
of these characters merited a place in 
this great faith hero and heroine 
chapter. Not only did they live and 


" @ect by faith, but they died in the 


faith, and that should be the ambi- 
tion of every person who professes 
and possesses faith. 

Faith is wonderful because of its 
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origin—Jesus, and it is very fitting 
that we find this information in Heb. 
12:2, which is really a continuation 
of the faith chapter. Notice: “Look- 
ing unto Jesus the author and finish- 
er of our faith.” So He is not only the 
source of our faith, but He puts the 
finishing touches to our faith. Simon 
Peter says that our faith is precious; 
that is, it is of great value and should 
be painstakingly cared -for. Jude 
tells us that we are to build ourselves 
up in the most holy faith. So then, 
the Christian faith is a holy faith. 
This is an inference that there are 
faiths that are unholy. No matter 
what is done, whether it is good or 
bad, the person who did it had faith 
that he could do it. The warmonger 
who brought death and destruction 
had faith (satanic faith) that he could 
do it. Those who have sown the 
earth down with peace and right- 
eousness had holy faith that they 
could do it. Holy faith not only comes 
from Jesus Christ, and is not only 
precious, but our knowledge of it 
comes through hearing and reading 
the Word of God, and this is also the 
means of maintaining it. 

Hudson Taylor’s motto was, “Have 
faith in God; reckon on God’s faith 
in you.” So we are not only to have 
faith in God, but we are to live so 
that God can have faith in us. 

There are different qualities of 
faith. There is little faith. That be- 
longs to those who are fearful and are 
failing to trust God fully. That per- 
son’s faith may be increased, and he 
should pray as the disciples did, “Lord, 
increase our faith.” Not only may it 
increase, but it may grow exceedingly, 
for Paul said to the Thessalonians, 
“We are bound to thank God always 
for you, brethren, as it is meet, be- 
cause that your faith groweth ex- 
ceedingly.” Then he said, “The chari- 
ty of every one of you all toward each 
other aboundeth; so that we ourselves 
glory in you in the churches of God, 
for your patience and faith in all 
your persecutions and tribulations 
that ye endure.” 

A growing faith, then, means added 
charity as well as abiding charity one 
for another and patience enough to 
endure hardships for the Church of 
the living God. This means that if a 
person’s faith grows and keeps grow- 
ing; if he exercises and cultivates it, 
he will merit the same compliment 
that was bestowed upon Barnabas and 
Stephen—“full of faith.’ When men 
and women are full of faith, they 
do great things for God and hu- 
manity. The exercise of faith so 
pleases God that I believe He would 
be happy for us to justify Him 
in saying to each of us, “I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Is- 
rael.” Great faith is subject to trial; 
but it is not only subject to trial, it 
is successful and triumphant in the 
trial. In 1 Peter 1:7, we read, “That 
the trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and hon- 
our and glory at the appearing of 
Jesus Christ.” Therefore, we are not 
only saved by grace through faith 
(Eph. 2:8), and receive heart purity 





by faith (Acts 15:9-26), but we are 
kept through faith unto salvation, 
ready to be revealed in the last time; 


that is, “to be found unto praise 
and honour and glory at the appear- 
ing of Jesus Christ: whom hav- 
ing not seen, ye love; in whom, 
though now ye see him not, yet be- 
lieving, ye rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory.” 

It is true that with all the faith we 
can exercise, at times we look through 
a glass darkly, and the way looks 
vague and dark before us; but when 
that glory that shall come when our 
Lord Jesus shall catch us away to be 
with Him and we enter into the felici- 
ties of God’s eternity, we shall no long- 
er know in part and see in part, but we 
shall know as we are known, and, 
above all, as the lovely blind poet 
Fannie J. Crosby wrote, “We shall see 
Him (Jesus) face to face.”

A TRAGIC TWENTY-YEAR 
RECORD 


One of the most deadly enemies that 
the citizens of the United States are 
plagued with are automobile acci- 
dents. Motoring in the United States, 
it is said, during the last twenty 
years has cost us the lives of 651,460 
persons and an estimated number of 
22,700,000 persons injured in various 
ways through traffic accidents. The 
property damage naturally ran into 
billions of dollars. 

Is it not reasonable to say that this 
is a kind of civil war, or a house 
divided against itself, in that we are 
our own destroying agency by means 
of the vehicles which have become in- 
dispensable factors in relation to our 
work and ape gel The automobiles 
are certainly not responsible, for they 
are inanimate vehicles, subject to the 
control of human beings with eyes, 
ears, hands, and feet. The driver is 
not only responsible as the owner of 
the car, but for what the car does. 


I was impressed sometime ago by 
ten rules for safe driving that I read

present day, of what is now the In- 
ternational Bible College, our fine 
progressive Canadian school. 

The Northwest Bible and Music 
Academy restricts its course to a fully 
rounded, practical, spiritual and scrip- 
tural religious training. The only ex- 
tras are a commercial course in book- 
keeping, typing, and shorthand for 
those who wish to take them, and a 
music department which gives train- 
ing in voice, piano, and other in- 
struments. Because the school is so 
ideally situated in the outskirts of the 
growing city of Minot, excellent op- 
portunity is afforded for practical 
training in house visitation, radio, 
and other forms of Christian work. 
Last year several hundred homes were 
visited by our students, not only in 
Minot itself, but in the surrounding 
town. Tracts, Lighted Pathways, and 
Evangels were distributed by the score 
under the able leadership of Rev. 
Glenn C. Pettyjohn, who was not only 
the overseer of North and South Da-

kota, but also President and leading 
teacher of the School. On week ends 
groups of students, under the super- 
vision of accompanying teachers, got 
practical training by visiting near-by 
churches and holding evangelistic 
meetings. Our work in the Northwest, 
which has been slow compared to 
other places as far as growth is con- 
cerned, looks forward with hope to 
the young people coming from our 
schools. The whole-hearted efforts of 
our people in the Northwest in sup- 
porting the Northwest Bible and Music 
Academy are certainly commendable.

REVIVAL IN OUR TIME 


The story of the Billy Graham evan- 
gelistic campaigns is the tremendous 
story of God’s work in these days — 
what many sincere 
Bible students be- 
lieve to be the clos- 
ing days of the Age 
of Grace. Many have 
said, “It can’t hap- 

en here,” but it has 

appened at Los 
Angeles and Boston, 
and even as these 
lines are written the 
spirit of revival is 
running strong at 
YOlumbia, South 
Carolina. In that city, during the first 
eight days, over fourteen hundred 
souls came to Christ. While revival 
swept these large centers, it broke out 
in many other places—at Wheaton 
College, Wheaton, Illinois; Asbury

Some people underestimate the 
power of the devil. They understand 
that God is powerful, that Jesus is 
powerful, and that the Holy Ghost is 
powerful, but they think that Satan 
is sometimes just an ethereal being 
who has his habitation somewhere; 
and, to a certain class of people, he 
exists only in the minds of those 
who are superstitious. This is what 
the deceiver would have them think. 

The Bible is written under the 
guidance of God; and, as the only 
facts to be found about Satan are in 
the Bible, then let us turn to the 
Bible and examine his character, his 
ability, his power and also his lim- 
itations. He makes his appearance in 
the very first book of the Bible and 
to the very first people. In the third 
chapter of Genesis, he takes upon 
himself the form of a serpent. This 
transformation could not be accom- 
plished by just an ordinary angel. You 
ask, “Is he an angel?” Yes, because 
in 2 Corinthians 11:14, Paul writes: 
“And no marvel; for Satan himself 
is transformed into an angel of light.” 


In the third chapter of Genesis, 
the serpent is spoken of as subtile. 
“Subtile’ means cunning, sly, crafty, 
underhanded. In this instance, the 
serpent lied to the woman and ap- 
pealed to a desire for power. Out of 
desire for power springs most of the 
trouble in the world today. The rich 
desire more power; the politician, 
more power; nations, more power. The 
devil had this desire for power, be- 
cause the writer of the book of Isaiah 
says: “For thou hast said in thine 
heart, I will ascend into heaven, I will 
exalt my throne above the stars of 
God: I will sit also upon the mount 
of the congregation, in the sides of 
the north: I will ascend above the 
heights of the clouds; I will be like 
the most High,” Isaiah 14:13, 14. This 
desire for power caused the downfall 
of Lucifer and will, in time to come, 
be the result of his being confined 
in the lake of fire. 

You will notice the personal pro- 
noun ‘I’ is mentioned five times in 
the two verses above. This denotes a 
proud spirit. This is one of the seven 
things that are an abomination to 
God, which are recorded in Proverbs 
6:17. It is noticeable in churches 
sometimes that people indulge in this 
very same thing, which will cause 
their backsliding, if they are not care- 
ful. They go around singing, ‘I, I, I,’ 
until they become biased in their lives 
and even matters of the church. Ex- 
amples of this might be noticed in 
these expressions: “I will,” or “I will 
not pay my tithes according to the 
teachings.” “I will indulge in things of 
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the world.” “I will not be baptized in 
water.” 

There are five ways the devil ap- 
peals to man. They are taste, sight, 
touch, hearing, and smell. While the 
rich man was in hell he lifted up 
his eyes and being in torments (he 
could see) he cried (speech), “Send 
Lazarus (memory), for I am torment- 
ed (feeling).” He could also hear, be- 
cause Abraham told him to remember. 
So we see that the brain has a close 
association with the soul. 

Satan, in his efforts to get to the 
brain or mental processes of people, 
uses devices to appeal to the five 
senses to accomplish his purpose. He 
used this in causing the fall of Adam 
and Eve. While we don’t know how 
long the devil tried his methods, Eve 
was spoken to and told the fruit was 
good. She looked, she thought, she 
felt, she very probably smelled the 
fruit, and, last, she tasted. Satan had 
accomplished his purpose. With the 
exception of the Triune Godhead, 
Satan is the most powerful being in 
existence. 

The devil evidently has access to 
the throne of God and can go back 


and forth between points in heaven 
and in earth, for in Job 1:7, we read, 
“And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Whence cometh thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and 
from walking up and down in it.” 
Satan causes men today to think, 
“God isn’t much; the church doesn’t 
care; it is nobody’s business what I 
do, and I will do as I please.” The 
devil is a very real person and a very 
dangerous one. All trouble, sickness, 
affliction, wars, famines, and sins @ 
every conceivable sort and type are 
and have been caused by the devil, 
directly and indirectly. He attacks 
when we are weakest. He attacked 
Jesus directly after the forty-day 
fast, when His physical condition was 
at its lowest. He used his same old 
appeal: “If thou be the Son of God, 
command that these stones be made 
bread.” He tried in this, as in the 
case of Eve, to break His will through 
the taste. But Jesus withstood him, 
and the Christian can do the same. 
On the other hand, he can wax weak- 
er and weaker in his Christian experi- 
ence by leaving off his prayer life, 
neglecting his reading of the Bible. 
and growing cold toward church serv- 
ices. He will then be a likely victim of 
Satan. But the Christian should heed 
the exhortation, girt his loins about 
with truth, put on the breastplate of 
righteousness, shod his feet with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace, 
take the shield of faith, slip on the 
helmet of salvation, and arm himself 
with the Sword of the Spirit. With 
all of these things, use prayer. Then 
he will be able to quench all the 
fiery darts of the wicked one.

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Matthew 1:21, “And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” 


We feel that we have the mind 
of the Lord for the subject this eve- 
ning. The subject is “The Name of 
JESUS.” Some will ask, “What is in a 
name?” yet we know that Old Testa- 
ment characters put their hope and 
aspirations for their children in the 
names which they gave to their chil- 
dren. As we begin, let us notice Adam, 
whose name meant “Red Earth.” 
Then these were the prophets whose 
names were significant: Zechariah, 
“One that Jehovah Remembers”; 
Moses, “Drawn from the Water”; 
Samuel, “Hand of God”; Jeremiah, 
“God Will Exalt”; Ezekiel, “God Will 
Strengthen”; and Daniel, “God Is My 
Judge.” Surely, all these names were 
pictures of characters and destinies, 
and were full of meaning and divine 
significance. 

When it came time to name the 
Saviour, it gave Mary and Joseph no 
problem, for God provided the name 
for His Son, and He sent the angel 
Gabriel to the virgin mother and gave 
her a name for His Son. The angel 
said that they should call His name 
JESUS. Luke 2:7, “And she brought 
forth her firstborn son, and wrapped 
him in swaddling clothes, and laid 
him in a manger; because there was 
no room for them in the inn.” Luke 
2:21, “And when eight days were 
accomplished for the circumcising of 
the child, his name was called JESUS, 
which was so named of the angel 
before he was conceived in the womb.” 
Certainly, when God selects a name 
for His Son, and then sends His heav- 
enly hosts to announce His name, 
we can expect something divine and 
of supreme significance that God has 
for such a NAME and for such a 
person. . 

JESUS taught, during His earthly 
ministry, these great truths concern- 
ing His name, as recorded in the 
Gospels: Matthew 18:5, “And whoso 
shall receive one such little child in 
my name receiveth me.”

“For whosoever shall give you a cup 
of cold water to drink in my name, 
because ye belong to Christ, verily 
I say unto you, he shall not lose his 
reward.” John 5:43, “I am come in 
my Father’s name, and ye receive 
me not: if another shall come in 
his own name, him ye will receive.” 
John 14:13, 14, “And whatsoever ye 
shall ask in my name, that will I 
do, that the Father may be glorified 
in the Son. If ye shall ask anything 
in my name, I will do it.” John 14:26, 
“But the Comforter, which is the

your remembrance, whatsoever I have 
said unto you.” These are the things 
that Jesus taught during His earthly 
ministry before the crucifixion, as we 
have recorded in the Gospels. 

We also have in the Gospels how 
others honored and praised His name 
during His earthly ministry: Luke 
10:17-20, “And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, even 
the devils are subject unto us through 
thy name. And he said unto them, I 
beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven. Behold, I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and scorpions, 
ano over all the power of the enemy: 
and nothing shall by any means hurt 
you. Notwithstanding in this rejoice 
not, that the spirits are subject unto 
you; but rather rejoice, because your 
names are written in heaven.” Luke 
19:37, 38, “And when he was come 
nigh, even now at the descent of the 
mount of Olives, the whole multitude 
of the disciples began to rejoice and 
praise God with a loud voice for all 
the mighty works that they had seen; 
saying, Blessed be the King that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord: peace 
in heaven, and glory in the highest.” 
John 1:12, “But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” 

Now let us see what Jesus said about 
His name after the crucifixion and 
after His resurrection, but before His 
wonderful ascension. This is what He 
said in His last message here on 
earth before He ascended: Matthew 
28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost: teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world. Amen.” Mark 16:15-18, 
“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; but 
he that believeth not shall be damned. 
And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; in my name shall they 
cast out devils; they shall speak with 
new tongues; they shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any deadly 
thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover.” Luke 24:47, “And that 
repentance and remission of sins 
should be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem.” 
John 20:31, “But these are written, 


-that ye might believe that Jesus is 


the Christ, the Son of God: and that 
believing ye might have life through 
HIS NAME.” 


We are taught that the gospel & 
to be preached in His name; His 
name is to be honored in water bap- 
tism; that signs shall follow believers 
through the mighty name of JESUS; 
that devils will be cast out in His 
name; that we shall speak in new 
tongues in His name; that we shall 
lay hands on the sick in His name, 
and the sick shall recover; that we 
shall receive life through His wonder- 
ful name. No doubt God was letting 
Isaiah look into a few things when he 
spoke and said of this wonderful name, 
his heart bubbling over with in- 
spiration, as God was giving him this 
great inspiration of the wonderful 
name of Jesus: Isaiah 9:6, “For unto 
us a child is born, unto us a son 
is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: AND HIS NAME 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God, The everlasting Fa- 
ther, The Prince of Peace.” Certainly, 
His name is Wonderful! 

I call your attention to the Acts of 
the Apostles. In reading this ereat® 
book of Holy Writ, we find that the 
early Church honored and praised and 
used the holy name of Jesus. We read 
how much the name of Jesus meant 
to them. I think it should mean as 
much to us as it did to the early 
Church. In the second chapter of 
Acts, we find that Peter was preach- 
ing under the anointing of the Holy 
Ghost. He delivered a powerful mes- 
sage and stressed the name of JESUS: 
Acts 2:21, “And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” At the 
conclusion of his message, about 3,000 
responded to His invitation. As the 
crowd came around, and were say- 
ing, “What shall we do?” “then Peter 
said unto them, Repent, and be bap- 
tized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost,” Acts 2:38. 

We think about the-incident that 
we read of in the third chapter of 
Acts, how Peter and John granted 
deliverance to the lame man in the 
name of Jesus: “Now Peter and John 
went up together into the temple -at 
the hour of prayer, being the ninth 
hour. And a certain man lame from 
his mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called Beautifiul, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
the temple; who seeing Peter and 
John about to go into the temple asked 


an alms. And Peter, fastening his eyeaps 


upon him with John, said, Look on 
us. And he gave heed unto them, 
expecting to receive something of 
them. Then Peter said, Silver and gold 
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have I none; but such as I have give 
I thee: in the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk. And he 
took him by the right hand, and lifted 
him up: and immediately his feet and 
ankle bones received strength. And 
he leaping up stood, and walked, and 
entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising 
God,” Acts 3:1-8. 

When they were questioned about 
this wonderful miracle, ,their reply

whom ye see and know: yea, the faith 
which is by him hath given him this 
perfect soundness in the presence of 
you all,” Acts 3:16. 

They were called before the council. 
“And when they had set them in the 
midst, they asked, By what power, or 
by what name, have ye done this? 
Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said unto them, Ye rulers of the 
people, and elders of Israel, if we this 
day be examined of the good deed 
done to the impotent man, by what 
means he is made whole: be it known 
unto you all, and to all the people 
of Israel, that by the NAME OF JESUS 
CHRIST of Nazareth, whom ye cruci- 
fied, whom God raised from the dead, 
even by him doth this man stand 
here before you whole,” Acts 4:7-10. 


The decision of the council: “What 
shall we do to these men? for that 
indeed a notable miracle hath been 
done by them is manifest to all them 
that dwell in Jerusalem; and we can- 

ot deny it. But that it spread no 
urther among the people, let us 
straitly threaten them, that they 
speak henceforth to no man in this 
name. And they called them, and 
commanded them not to speak at all 
nor teach in the NAME OF JESUS,” 
Acts 4:16-18. They said, “Just leave 
Jesus out”; and that is what the 
world is crying for today. The devil 
doesn’t care how much we preach, 
just so we leave Jesus out of it. What 
did the early Church do? Did they 
fold up and say we shall have to 
stop preaching and testifying? No, 
they had a prayer meeting. “And now, 
Lord, behold their threatenings: and 
grant unto thy servants, that with 
all boldness they may speak thy word, 
by stretching forth thine hand to heal; 
and that signs and wonders may 
be done by the NAME OF THY HOLY 
CHILD JESUS. And when they had 
prayed, the place was shaken where 
they were assembled together; and 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the Word of 
God with boldness,” Acts 4:29-31. 
When they prayed, the place was 
shaken where they were assembled to- 
ether. They prayed for renewed 
trength to preach in His name. They 
said, “We are not afraid to preach it; 
you just confirm your word: let signs 
and wonders follow.” What followed? 
“And by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people,” Acts 5:12. We read 


; aA some wonderful things happening: 


nd believers were the more added 
to the Lord, multitudes both of men 
and women. Insomuch that they 
brought forth the sick into the streets, 
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and laid them on beds and couches, 
that at the least the shadow of Peter 
passing by might overshadow some of 
them. There came also a multitude 
out of the cities round about unto 
Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, and 
them which were vexed with unclean 
spirits: and they were healed every 
one,” Acts 5:14-16. What happened 
after this? More persecutions. They 
were again called before the council: 
“And when they had called the apos- 
tles, and beaten them, they command- 
ed that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. And 
they departed from the presence of 
the council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to suffer shame for 
his name. And daily in the temple, 
and in every house, they ceased not 
to teach and preach Jesus Christ,” 
Acts 5:40-42. 


In Acts, sixth chapter, we read of 
the selection of Stephen, a man full 
of faith and of the Holy Ghost. In 
the seventh chapter of Acts, we read 
of his defence before the 
Council when he was charged 
with blasphemy. Stephen closed 
his defense with these words: “Ye 
stiffnecked and uncircumcised in 
heart and ears, ye do always resist 
the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, 
so do ye. Which of the prophets have 
not your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain them which shewed before 
of the coming of the Just One; of 
whom ye have been now the betray- 
ers and murderers: who have received 
the law by the disposition of angels, 
and have not kept it. When they 
heard these things, they were cut to 
the heart, and they gnashed on him 
with their teeth. But he being full 
of the Holy Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory 
of God, and Jesus standing on the 
right hand of God, and said, Behold, 
I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right 
hand of God. Then they cried out 
with a loud voice, and stopped their 
ears, and ran upon him with one ac- 
cord, and cast him out of the city, 
and stoned him...And they stoned 
Stephen, calling upon God, and say- 
ing, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit,” 
Acts 7:51-60. 

Acts 8:5-8, “Then Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria, and preached 
Christ unto them. And the people 
with one accord gave heed unto those 
things which Philip spake, hearing 
and seeing the miracles which he did. 
For unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many tak- 
en with palsies, and that were lame, 
were healed. And there was great joy 
in that city.” The name of Jesus 
marches on. “But when they believed 
Philip preaching the things concern- 
ing the kingdom of God, and THE 
NAME OF JESUS CHRIST, they were 
baptized, both men and women. Then 
Simon himself believed also; and 
when he was baptized, he continued 
with Philip, and wondered, beholding 
the miracles and signs which were 
done. Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria 
had received the word of God, 


they sent unto Peter and John: who, 
when they were come down, prayed 
for them, that they might receive the 
Holy Ghost: (for as yet he was fallen 
upon none of them: only they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus),” Acts 8:12-16. 


We see God working again in the 
conversion of Saul, later called Paul. 
“And Saul, yet breathing out threat- 
enings and slaughter against the dis- 
ciples of the Lord, went unto the 
high priest, and desired of him letters 
to Damascus to the synagogues, that 
if he found any of this way whether 
they were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 
And as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus: and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from heaven: 
and he fell to the earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me? and he 
said, Who art thou, Lord? And the 
Lord said, I AM JESUS whom thou 
persecutest: it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. And he trembling 
and astonished said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do? And the Lord 
said unto him, Arise and go into the 
city, and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do. And the men which 
journeyed with him stood speechless, 
hearing a voice, but seeing no man. 
And Saul arose from the earth; and 
when his eyes were opened, he saw 
no man: but they led him by the 
hand, and brought him into Damascus. 
And he was three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor drink. 
And there was a certain disciple at 
Damascus, named Ananias; and to 
him said the Lord in a vision, Ana- 
nias. And he said, Behold, I am here, 
Lord. And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and enquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul 
of Tarsus: for, behold, he prayeth, 
and hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, that he ght 
receive his sight. Then Ananias an- 
swered, Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil he hath 
done to thy saints at Jerusalem: and 
here he hath authority from_ the 
chief. priests to bind all that call on 
THY NAME. But the Lord said unto 
him, Go thy way: for he is a chosen 
vessel unto me, to bear my name 
before the Gentiles, and kings, and 
the children of Israel: for I will shew 
him how great things he must suf- 
fer for my name’s sake. And Ananias 
went his way, and entered into the 
house; and putting his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even 
Jesus, that appeared unto thee in the 
way as thou camest, hath sent me, 
that thou mightest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been scales: and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized. And when he ‘had 
received meat, he was strengthened. 
Then was Saul certain days with the 
disciples which were at Damascus. 
AND STRAIGHTWAY HE PREACHED 
CHRIST IN THE SYNAGOGUES, 
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THAT HE IS THE SON OF GOD,” 
Acts 9:1-20. 

In the tenth chapter of Acts, we 

find Cornelius and his household 
fasting and waiting upon God. God 
gives Peter a vision and prepares him 
for the messengers that come from 
Cornelius’ house. He goes with the 
messengers, and begins to preach: 
“How God anointed JESUS of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed 
of the devil; for God was with him,” 
Acts 10:38. “To him give all the 
prophets witness, ,that through his 
name whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins,” V. 43. 
“While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word,” Acts 10:44. 
. In Acts, the sixteenth chapter, we 
read where Paul and Silas were in 
Philippi. They were preaching and had 
a little trouble with the devil. We 
read where they turned loose the 
name of Jesus against the devil: “But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said 
to the spirit, I command thee IN THE 
NAME OF JESUS CHRIST to come 
out of her. And he came out the same 
hour,” Acts 16:18. 

The name of Jesus goes on: “And it 
came to pass, that. while Apollos 
was at Corinth, Paul having passed 
through: the upper coasts came to 
Ephesus: and finding certain disciples, 
he said unto them, Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, We have not so 
much as heard whether there be any 
Holy Ghost. And he said unto 
them, Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, Unto John’s bap- 
tism.. Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
came on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied,” Acts 19:1-6. 

We have the personal testimony of 
the apostle Paul: “But none of these 
things move me, neither count I my 
life dear unto myself, so that I mieht 
finish my course with joy, and the 
ministry, which I have received of the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God,” Acts 20:24. Yes, 
he was ready to die also for the name 
of the Lord Jesus. ° 

Seemingly, the motto of the earlv 
Church was, “JESUS, JESUS, JESUS. 
sweetest name I know; fills my everv 
longing; keeps me singing as I go.” 

Let us see what the Pauline Epistles 
have to say concerning the NAME OF 
JESUS. Romans 10:13, “For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved.” 1 Corinthians 6:11, 
“And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but 
ye are justified in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit of our 
God.” Eph. 5:20, “Giving thanks al- 
ways for all things unto God and the 
Father in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” Philippians 2:9-11, “Where- 
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fore God also hath highly exalted him, 
and given him a name which is above 
every name: that at the name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; and that 
every tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father.” Colossians 3:17, 
“And whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, do all in the NAME OF THE 
LORD JESUS, giving thanks to God 
and the Father by him.” 2 Thessalo- 
nians 1:12, “That the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified 
in you, and ye in him, according to 
the grace of our God and the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 2 Timothy 2:19b, “Let 
every one that nameth the name of 
Christ depart from iniquity.” Hebrews 
1:4, “Being made so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inheritance 
obtained a more excellent name than 
they.” Hebrews 13:15, “By him there- 
fore let us offer the sacrifice of praise 
to God continually, that is, the fruit 
of our lips giving thanks to his name.” 


The name of Jesus in the General 
Epistles: James 5:14-16, “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord: and the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick, 
and the Lord.shall raise him up; and 
if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him. Confess your faults 
one to another, and pray one for an- 
other, that ye may be healed. The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous 
man availeth much.” 1 Peter 4:14, “If 
ye be reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are ye; for the spirit 
of glory and of God resteth upon you: 
on their part he is evil spoken of, 
but on your part he is glorified.” 1 
John 3:23, “And this is his command- 
ment, That we should believe on the 
name of his Son Jesus Christ, and 
love one another, as he gave us 
commandment.” 

Let us go to the Revelation of Jesus 
Christ. In reading and _ searching 
through the seven letters to the seven 
churches, we read where the churches 
were praised that held fast to His 
name and had not denied His name. 
In the fourth chapter is where the 
rapture takes place; a door is opened 
in heaven: “and the first voice which 
I heard was as it were of a trumpet 
talking with me; which said, Come 
up hither, and I will shew thee things 
which must be hereafter.” In the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth chapters, we 
read about the great tribulation: “And 
he causeth all, both small and great, 
rich and poor, free and bond, to re- 
ceive the mark of the name 
of the antichrist in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads.” 
Everyone that receives the name 
of the antichrist shall be 
doomed forever in the eternal fires. 
The twenty-first and twenty-second 
chapters of Revelation are a much 
brighter picture. We see the new 


fheaven and the new earth. We see 


the beautiful holy city with streets of 
gold, gates of pearl, and walls of 
jasper. How beautiful it is pictured in 


The twenty- 
third and fourth 
verses: “And there shall be no more 


those two chapters! 
second chapter, 


curse: but the throne of God and 
of the Lamb shall be in it; and his 
servants shall serve him: and they 
shall see his face; and his NAME 
shall be in their foreheads.” I had 
rather take the name of Jesus, go in 
the rapture and end up in that holy 
city with thé name of Jesus on my 
forehead than to miss the rapture, 
receive the mark of the antichrist, 
and be doomed. 

Seemingly, the churches in many 
places have forgotten the power that 
is in the name of Jesus. Yes, He 
ascended; but, don’t forget, He said 
where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in my name, I will be there 
in the midst of them. Mark 16:19, 20, 
“So then after the Lord had spoken 
unto them, he was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of 
God. And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord work- 
ing with them, and confirming the 
word with signs following.” He sat 
down on the right hand of God; He 
confirmed the word with signs fol- 
lowing. How could He be in heaven, 
and yet be with them? He told them 
to take His name with them. All we 
have to do to get Jesus by our side 
is to call out His name with a heart 
full of faith. We are justified in His 
name. We are sanctified through His 
name. We are taught to praise and 
give thanks to God in His name. 
Jesus said that He would send 
the Comforter in His) name. We 
are to preach in His name. We are 
to worship in His name. We are to 
cast out devils in His name. The 
sick are to be healed in His name. 
Praise God! There is just as much 
power in the name of Jesus today! 
Even the devils have to bow and sub- 
mit to the power of His name! We, as 
children of God, need to realize that 
we have the right to use the name 
of Jesus at any time we need to get 
something from God. We shall find 
grace to help in the time of need, so 
let us approach the throne in the 
name of Jesus. Jesus said that if we 
would gather in His name, He would 
be in our midst. If you are rubbing

When we set sail from New York 
Harbor nearly 37 years ago, friends 
at the pier sang, “And when the bat- 
tle is over, we shall wear a crown.” 

Yes, there have been many battles 
since then, but, praise God, He has 
been faithful and has given us vic- 
tory. Folks may think we are too old 
and infirm now for active service; 
this may be so physically, but spir- 
itually we feel fit, and praise God for 
the strength and health He has given 
us and for the desire to continue in 
His service till Jesus comes or we are 


| @@alled up higher. 
I praise Him for wonderfully heal- 


ing me of serious mental trouble last 
December. Some thought that I might 
not live through it, and suggested my 
being taken away somewhere for 
treatment; but Brother Cook said he 
felt that I was to be healed in the 

ace where I took sick. I thank God 
or the many prayers on my behalf at 
that time. Today my health is bet- 
ter than it was before my illness. 
It’s just like Jesus to roll the clouds 
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away. 

Our children have been urging us 
to come home, and we expect, D.V., 
to leave here on furlough by the end 
of August, but our desire is to re- 
turn in the Lord’s time and finish 
the work He has given us to do. 
John 4:34. 

Owing to inconveniences, we have 
not been able to have the Bible School 
again this year, but I have a desire 
to go to different places for a few 
days at least, to hold Bible classes, 
prayer meetings, etc. Accordingly, last 
week I visited one of our churches, 
taking three women workers who 
helped much in prayer, singing, house 
visiting, etc. We camped in the church 
building not far from a river. Many 
of the members live on the other 
side of the river; at this season the 
water is high, so they have to cross 
in a small ferryboat. At night this 
boat is chained up, so at 10 p. m., 
after the meeting, the brethren swam 
back to their homes while the women 
remained with us in the church all 
night. 

The second day they asked that we 
have a meeting at 4 p. m. so they 


could get home by ferry before dark, 
but during that meeting the Lord 
so blessed us, giving such a spirit of 
prayer and praise, that they asked for 
another meeting at night even though 
they would have to swim back across 
the river. Here again the Lord richly 
blessed as a number were tarrying for 
the baptism of’ the Holy Spirit. We 
also held some special children’s meet- 
ings and seven children gave their 
hearts to the Lord; also, one young 
woman accepted the Lord as her 
Saviour. 

Some young men were so desirous 
for the Word of God that they even 
gave up working in the fields to study 
in this brief Bible course. They showed 
a keen interest and wanted us to re- 
main longer, saying, “Why have you 
kept this Bible course in your pocket 
all this time, and now just as you are 
leaving for America you are coming 
to us in this way?” I wish now I had 
gone about more, despite the hin- 
drances. 

I am thankful for some knowledge 
of the language spoken here so I can 
converse with the people, even though 
I am not fluent in it. Please do pray 
much for the work here in South 
India, especially that God will send 
some more helpers from the U. S. A. 
and also raise up more competent 
workers here in India. There are 
many problems to be faced as the 
work is being made indigenous.—

HAITI—9 Days, 8 Services, 700 
Miles in Jeep 


Having just completed a 700-mile 
trip by jeep over Haitian dirt roads, 
we are exhausted physically, but hap- 
py because of God’s blessings and the 
progress of the Church of God in 
Haiti. 

Over a period of 9 days, we were 
in 8 services; traveled by jeep, horse- 
back, foot, and boat; slept on inner- 
spring mattresses (in a hotel), rubber- 
air mattresses, army cots, church 
benches, and straw mats; ate fish, 
chicken, fried bananas, beans and rice, 
avocados, pineapples, roasted corn, 
and drank coconut juice; anointed 
the sick, encouraged Christians, and 
preached repentance to sinners. 

Money could never buy the rich ex- 
periences of those 9 days. God was 
with us; and in addition to the spir- 
itual blessings while ‘in service, He 
painted the sky with the most glorious 
of all sunsets just at a time when we 
were so tired we could hardly go 
farther. At another time He placed 
His beautiful rainbow of promise in 
the sky. At night, when the mud was 
so deep we could hardly pull through, 
we were encouraged by the sweet scent 
of the “fleur de nuit” which grows all 
over Haiti.

MARKING TIME 


BY J. D. BRIGHT 
THE MAYAN CALENDAR 
One of the most intricate tables of time 
was perfected twenty-five centuries ago. This 
was the calendar of the Mayans, which was 
2,000 years ahead of European scientists in 
accuracy. It was based on observations of the 
sun, moon, and planets, providing for a 365- 


ity days each. Four five-day weeks constituted 
@ month, and each year closed with an extra 
period of five unnamed days for completeness. 
The day provided for in our leap year was taken 
care of so accurately that this calendar of 
twenty-five centuries ago varied but one day 
in three hundred years—and even this day was 
allowed for so well that after more than 
twenty-one hundred years the Mayan calendar 
was still accurate. 

One of the most important things to know 
about time is its numerous divisions. It is 
as we know how to properly classify time that 
we are able to slate the activities of our lives, 
so as to accomplish the most good on time, in 
time to conserve time. 1 Chron. 12:32, “And of 
the children of Issachar, which were men that 
had understanding of the times, to know what 
Israel ought to do.” 

CHEAP BUT VALUABLE 

A $1.50 tin clock was used as a ship's 
chronometer by Captain Joshua Slocum, from 
1895 to 1898. He was the first man to sail 
around the world alone. Although the value 
of this clock was very negligible when it came 
to money, its value from the standpoint of 
service was inestimable. Just think, in a 
split second you may reach the decision that 
will seal your destiny. 2 Cor. 6:2, “(For he 
saith, I have heard thee in a time accepted, 
and in the day of salvation have I succoured

Sabbath; but, perhaps, after all, it is not 
he seventh day of the week, for no one knows 
just when time began. Different days of the 
week, therefore, are observed by different peo- 
ple. The Greeks observe Monday; the Persians, 
Tuesday; the Assyrians, Wednesday; the 
Egyptians, Thursday; the Turks, Friday; the 
Jews, Saturday; and the Christians, Sunday. 

How true and indisputable are these words: 
“I returned, and saw under the sun, that the 
race is not to the swift, nor the battle to the 
strong, neither yet bread to the wise, nor yet 
riches to men of understanding, nor yet favour 
to men of skill; but time and chance happen- 
eth to them all,” Eccl. 9:11. Therefore, Paul 
places us on our honor in the following deci- 
sion, “Let no man therefore judge you .. 
in respect of an holyday, or of the new moon, 
or of the sabbath days: which are a shadow 
of things to come; but the body is of Christ,” 
Col. 2:16, 17. 

THE AVIATOR’S CLOCK 

“Who shall set me a time,” Job 9:19. 

A huge clock has been set in the concrete 
pavement at the Rand Airport, so that avia- 
tors can tell time easily from 3,000 feet over- 
head. The clock is operated electrically, is 
thirty feet in diameter, and has a minute hand 
seventeen feet long and an hour hand twelve 
feet long. 

If when we “sky pilots” are sailing so _—_ 
and fast we had a clock as large as this to 
move its giant hands before our eyes, perhaps 
we would spend more time praying and study- 
ing in offices and thereby abbreviate the 
time we spend in the pulpit, especially the 
time spent in reflection, lost motion, coasting,

In the first be- 
ginning, God created the heavens and the 
earth. In the second beginning, He made 
things pertaining to earth and heaven. The 
= beginning was eternity; the second was 
time. 

HOW DO YOU APPRAISE TIME? 


John 9:4, “I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, 
when no man can work.” 

A clock built by famous French clockmakers, 
the DuBuc brothers, to commemorate Napo- 
leon’s campaign in Egypt, ticks off the hours 
in the home of Jerome Wilson, a writer, who 
lives at Hollywood, Calif. It varies only five 
seconds in a year. It is now one hundred 
thirty-five years old, and stands nineteen and 
one-half inches high. The Wilson family has 
possessed it for sixty-five years, having ob- 
tained it through a collector who purchased it 
at a Government auction in New Jersey when 
goods which Josephine Bonaparte brought to 
this country illegally, after the fall of Napo- 
leon, were seized and disposed of at the re- 
quest of French Officials. 

No doubt but what all of us are better able 
to estimate the importance of time as we look 
into the past and see unused opportunities 
that time took from us. The monetary value 
of this clock is less than the profit one hour’s 
work has been to many men. What does an 
hour mean to you, pastor? Eccl. 3:17, “I said 
in mine heart, God shall judge the righteous 
and the wicked: for there is a time there for 
every purpose and for every work.” 


AN ELECTRIC-EYED TELEPHONE 
CLOCK 


Monsieus Esclangon set to work to produce 
a clock or machine which would talk as clearly 
as could be wished, and would answer a ques- 
tion any time of the day or night. People in 
Paris learned that on a certain day they 
could find out the time from a talking clock 
by telephoning “Odeon 8400.’’ The talking clock 
of Paris has told the time in answer to more 
than 12,000,000 telephone calls during the 
past seven years. The machine uses sound 
film strips, one for hours, one for minutes, 
and one for seconds, and, of course, there were 
also “electric eyes’’ which did their work when 
the telephone number was called. As many as 
thirty persons could get answers at the same 
moment. 

The blessed Bible, our talking clock, says: 
“REMEMBER now thy Creator in the days of 
thy youth, while the evil days come not, nor 
the years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I 
have no pleasure in them; while the sun, or 
the light, or the moon, or the stars, be not 
darkened, nor the clouds return after the rain: 
in the day when the keepers of the house shall 
tremble, and the strong men shall bow them- 
selves, and the grinders cease because they 
are few, and those that look out of the windows 
be darkened. And the doors shall be shut in the 
streets, when the sound of the grinding is 
low, and he shall rise up at the voice of the 
bird, and all the daughters of musick shall be 
brought low; also when they shall be afraid 
of that which is high, and fears shall be in the 
way, and the almond tree shall flourish, and 
the grasshopper shall be a burden, and desire 
shall fail: because man goeth to his long home, 
and the mourners go about the streets: or ever 
the silver cord be loosed, or the golden bowl 
be broken, or the pitcher be broken at the 
fountain, or the wheel broken at the cistern. 
Then shall the dust return to the earth as it 
was: and the spirit shall return unto God who 
gave it,”” Eccl. 12:1-7. 

And, my dear friends, this is the most timely 
message on time we have ever heard. Won't 
you respond to it by complying with this last 
brief message? 2 Cor. 6:1, 2, “We el as 
workers together with him, beseech you 
that ye receive not the grace of God in vain. a 

SUNDIAL AND SHADOW TIME 

Psa. 90:12, “So teach us to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom.’ 

A sundial is painted on the boardwalk at 
Seaside, Ore., which tells the time when a 
person stands on it! The person’s own shadow 
points out the time.

Now that I have come on up the pilgrim's 
road several years and reaiize as never velore 
that my time is swiltiy carrying me on toward 
the celestial city, 1 am quite naturally a iot 
more interested in making my time count. 

It’s a mighty good thing to check your 
strides with time and if tue comparison docs 
not register proper progress, you had better 
give yourself the “once over’ ana get yourself 
to keeping proper step with “Father Time.” 
“Time and tide wait ior no man” 1s a warn- 
ing maxim to all of us. 

Where is your shadow falling on the sundial 
in your path? The Lord Jesus heip us to ever 
pray, “So teach us to number our days, that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom,” Psa. 
90:12, for it will only be through God's help 
that we will be able to “redeem the time” 
that we have lost and properiy use the time 
that we, through God’s good providence, may 
have yet to spend for Him and His Churcn. 


“NERVE GAS’ WAR’S 
HORRORS OUTLINED 


SAN FRANCISCO—The horrors of 
attack by “nerve gases,’’ the most poisonous 
and devastating war gases known, were out- 
lined by the American Medical Association 
today. 

Col. John R. Wood, of the Army's chemical 
center in Maryland, told the AMA convention 
that these deadly and highly secret gases, 
first developed by the Germans, are “now 
well known to both our allies and our po- 
tential enemies.” 

He said that civilians preparing for a 
chemical attack should concentrate on with- 
standing the nerve gases. Other types of gases, 
he said, would probably prove unfeasible for 
long-range wartare. 

Wood said the nerve gases are nearly color- 
less and essentially odorless, making them 
virtually impossible to detect. They produce 
symptoms of terrific eye pains, headaches, 
inability to breathe, and convulsions, Death 
may be the final result. 

Treatment, consisting of large dosages of 
atropine, must be quick and continuous. 

Skin splashed with liquor nerve gas should 
be washed immediately and splashed clothing 
removed promptly and left outdoors. 


RULES BIBLE CLASSES LEGAL 


RALEIGH, N. C.—Attorney General 
Harry McMullan has ruled in an advisory 
opinion that the laws of North Carolina do 
not prohibit Bible classes in the State’s public 
schools. 

The opinion was handed down at the re- 
quest of a group seeking to restore a Bible 
class to a high school curriculum. The class 
was abandoned three years ago following the 
U. S. Supreme Court decision in the McCollum 
case barring religious instruction from the 
public schools of Champaign, Ill. 

In his ruling, Mr. McMullan said the State 
Board of Education had never taken any ac- 
tion on the matter of Bible classes, leaving 
it up to local school trustees to determine 
whether such classes should be held. He 
stressed that there was no state law on the 
subject, since the question of religious teach- 
ing in public schools was a federal matter, 
if such teaching conflicted with the Con- 
ewe guarantee of church~ state separa- 
tion 

Referring specifically to the McCollum case, 
he said the High Court’s decision “was based 
upon the particular method in which the 
school was operated in that instance.” 

He urged the group here who had sought 
an opinion on the matter ‘“‘to get the city at- 
torney to advise you as to the particular form 
which should be followed so as to avoid

A good tree cannot 
bring forth evil fruit; neither can a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 
Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. Wherefore by their fruits ye 
shall know them.” 


In Galatians 5:22, 23, we are told 
what the fruit of the Spirit is, and 
it is within the reach of every Chris- 
tian—love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance. 

Sometimes we hear Christians say 
they have no talent, but we all have 
certain talents in common that we 
may use to benefit ourselves and 
others, and by their use we may help 
someone else to accomplish things 
that we could never dream of doing. 
If we cultivate the talents of 
sympathy, friendliness, understand- 
ing, cheerfulness, and generosity in 
our lives, even though some of us 
may be as grouchy as old Ebenezer 
Scrooge in Dickens’ Christmas Carol, 
we may bring as much happiness to 
those around us as did Scrooge after 
that memorable Christmas Eve when 
a wonderful change was wrought in 
his selfish heart. 

Gentleness, a fruit of the Spirit, is 
one of my favorites, because it is a 
rare virtue among Christians, and it 
is often neglected and frowned upon.

The 
strongest characters are gentle, be- 
cause gentleness is bred of reverence 
for personality. Gentleness knows 
when to speak and when to be silent. 
Gentleness keeps one from hurting 
others except when it is for the other 
person’s own good. Self-expression 
has been so urged upon us that many 
have grown weak in self-control. We 
need self-control even before we seek 
self-expression. Indeed, without self- 
control there can be no true self- 
expression. God has for us unlimited 
reserves of self-control. How many 
people have you met recently who 
were discouraged, even bitter, and who 
complained about the world in gen- 
eral? Could you offer them anything 
but a false courage? Those of us who 
do know self-control can say that 
true courage is the faith in an adoring 
truth in God. If God in His own sub- 
lime purpose be for us, who can be 
against us? 

How all of us—ministers, laymen, 
Sunday School teachers, and Chris- 
tians—need to make the fruits of 


the Spirit part of our own characters! - 


The fruit-bearing Christian is the 
person who is truly happy. The storms 
of life may come, Satan may attack, 
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but they endure until the end. On the 
other hand, the Christian pro- 
ducing bad fruit, the corrupt tree, 
is often seen going around with a 
sullen look on his face, and from his 
heart springs bitterness for his fel- 
low man.

They do not set 
an ordinary trap, for that would tear 
the soft silky fur; instead, they en- 
deavor to find his home. They put 
dirt in the doorway of the hole and 
the dogs start the chase. Naturally, 
the ermine flees for home as his 
refuge, but upon finding the dirt in 
the doorway, will not enter. Rather 
than go into the unclean place, the 
ermine will face the yelping and fierce 
dogs, and preserves the purity of his 
fur at the price of his life. It is better 
for his coat to be stained with blood 
than with dirt. The instinct for clean- 
liness teaches him to regard his 
white fur as his dearest possession, 
and he keeps it clean, regardless of 
what happens. He has only a white 
coat, but he gives his life to keep it 
spotless.

way of the Church, trying to defile 
spot its purity. Christ has already 
allowed blood to be drawn by the hell- 
hounds of Satan to prevent compro- 
mise, to enable His Church to remain 
pure and victorious.
